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Palm Beach Community Col¬ 
lege is seeking to increase the level of 
legislative appropriations as well as 
obtain funding on a more équitable 
basis in comparison with other com¬ 
munity colleges in Florida. According 
to a recent study, PBCC is currently 
funded at only 93.3 percent of its full- 
time équivalent students, and the goal 
is to be funded at the 100 percent 
level. 

In comparing State appropria¬ 
tions for Palm Beach Community 
College in relationship to the other 27 
community colleges in Florida, PBCC 
is fourth from the bottom in terms of 
the amount per FTE (full-time équiva¬ 
lent student) that is funded, according 


to a recent Florida System of Com¬ 
munity Colleges Equalization Study 
which was done by the Division of 
Community Colleges. The study indi- 
cates that 24 community colleges re- 
ceive a higher percentage. 

According to the study, PBCC 
receives $2,381 for each full-time stu¬ 
dent while the system's average is 
$2,551, and some community col¬ 
leges in Florida receive as much as 
$3,413 per full-time student. This 
equates to about $4.2 million in lost 
funds for Palm Beach Community 
College. 

For 1992-1993, the breakdown 
of total PBCC operational revenue 
from each source includes 64 per¬ 


cent from State appropriations, 33 
percent from student fees and three 
percent from other sources. The State 
appropriations are based on the num- 
ber of FTEs. 

Still another major request be- 
fore the législature is a spécial appro¬ 
priation of $1.5 million to upgrade the 
Palm Beach Community College data 
network. The présent PBCC comput¬ 
ing environment is outdated and ob¬ 
solète, creating a number of difficul¬ 
tés in keeping up with the growth of 
the four campuses as well as aca¬ 
demie needs. 

Due to the obsolète nature of 
the présent System, it is difficult to 
obtain repairs, resulting in loss of 


service. Training costs are also pro¬ 
hibitive, and it is almost impossible to 
find and hire qualified employées to 
run the présent System. Still another 
concern is that PBCC is unable tofind 
an institution which could serve as a 
back-up site when the PBCC data 
network is down. 

New applications and services 
cannot be developed with the présent 
PBCC System, prohibiting state-of- 
the-art services such as téléphoné 
registration or remote dial-up access 
for staff. It is impérative thatthe PBCC 
data network be modernized to in¬ 
crease effectiveness and efficiency 
to meet the needs of students and 
employées.

Outstanding Employée Focus: Jean Anderson 

Librarian Helps Glades Students Hit The Books 


For over 10 years, Jean Anderson 
has been helping students muddle 
through reference books, searching 
for news articles in the computer banks 
and devoting her energy to those 
seeking assistance in the 
PBCC Glades Library Learn- 
ing Resource Center. 

“I can identify with the 
older students because I 
began attending a community 
college after my three children 
were born. I attended Edison 
Community College 16 years 
after high school graduation,” 
Anderson said. After 
graduating from Edison, 
Anderson went to Florida 
State University (FSU)toearn 
a bachelor's, master's and 
advanced master’s degree. 

A large part of her educational 
expérience focused on the 
needs of students and users 
of the library and its resources. 

She describes the librarian’s 
rôle as an opportunity to 
provide a strong service- 
oriented atmosphère. 
“Because that’s what makes my job 
fun--helping others,” she added. 

After FSU, Anderson worked in 
Lee County as a media specialist in 
the school System for 10 years. She 
then skipped acrccs the ccuntry from 
sunny Florida to the wilds of Colo¬ 
rado, where she served for several 
years as a librarian/media specialist 
for a school System in Colorado 
Springs. She also landed a library 


director's position at a private liberal 
arts college in Virginia. Eventually, 
she made her way from Virginia to 
Florida, settling at the PBCC Glades 
Campus as assistant director of li¬ 
brary services. 


AttheGlades Campus, Anderson 
is responsible for supervising ail library 
personnel; budgeting; scheduling of 
tasks; selecting and approving library 
acquisitions, materials and equip- 
ment; dirscting classification; cata- 
loging; and shelving. 

Although her job is multi-fac- 
eted, Anderson stresses that she does 
her best to encourage students to ask 
questions, “I tell them that we may be 


busy, but we are never too busy to 
help someone. I want to help.” 

Since 1982, the Glades Cam¬ 
pus enrollment has continued to climb, 
and there are now more students 
using the library’s services. In addi¬ 
tion, the computer âge has gradu- 
ally corne to the College and the 
library. “The greatest improve- 
ment in the library services is the 
new automated reference Sys¬ 
tem,” Anderson said. “We now 
hâve a database computer which 
contains a stand-alone news 
bank. The bank allows students 
to access newspaper articles 
throughout the nation.” 

Anderson says students of 
ail âges corne to use the library. 
She enjoys working one-on-one 
to assist them in searching 
through reference materials, the 
database and microfiche. If the 
resources cannot be found, 
Anderson can obtain books and 
materials on an interlibrary loan. 
In addition, future plans include a 
College Center for Library Auto¬ 
mation, which means that ail 28 
of Florida’s community college data- 
bases will be linkedtogether. Eventu¬ 
ally, PBCC Glades will hâve access 
to every database in ail of Florida’s 
community colleges and State univer¬ 
sités. Additionaf computers wül be 
added to the library to facilitate the 
new System. 

Recently, Anderson was named 
the 1992-1993 PBCC Glades Teacher 
of Excellence for her outstanding per¬ 


formance of duties and responsibili- 
ties which contribute directly to the 
qualityoftheinstructionalprogram. In 
her nomination, PBCC Glades Cam¬ 
pus Provost Helen Franke describes 
Anderson’s rôle in planning, organiz- 
ing and presenting orientation to stu¬ 
dents in both the classroom and in the 
Library Learning Resource Center 
(LLRC). Anderson also works with 
the full-time and adjunct faculty to 
coordinate media and resources with 
course objectives. And currently, she 
is developing a crédit course which 
will instruct students in the use of both 
print and electronic sources in infor¬ 
mation gathering and learning. 

When asked about the award, 
Anderson says modestly, “l’m used to 
staying in my library learning resource 
center working with students. I really 
didn’t expect the Teacher of Excel¬ 
lence Award. I am more centered on 
my students’ needs than how I can be 
recognized for doing my job." 

Introducing students to a world 
of knowledge is normally thought of 
as a teacher’s rôle in an educational 
setting. Perhaps the teacher provides 
a reason for the student to visit the 
library, but the librarian is truly the 
guide to endless resources and sup¬ 
port materials that are waiting for the 
student to absorb and provide a fresh 
perspective. Teachers and übrarians 
like Jean Anderson hâve a shared 
goal-to help the students grasp the 
tools of learning so they can build their 
own future sucœsses.

Outstanding Employée Focus: Alyse Schoenfeldt 

Breaker, Breaker...PBCC TeacherKeeps On Truckin’ 


Alyse Schoenfeldt. One would 
picture her at home sipping after- 
noon tea at the Breakers Hôtel in 
Palm Beach. A large brimmed hat 
crowning a nattily tailored suit for 
such an afternoon tradition. While 
the faint echoes of silver on porce- 
lain and crystal on crystal float melo- 
diously throughout the hallowed do¬ 
main of ail that is holy in Palm Beach’s 
palace royale (don't the Red Hot 
Chili PeppersevercomeonMuzak?), 
outside near the perfectly manicured 
lawns there arose such a clatter not 
even Saint Flagler would haveknown 
what was the matter. 

Gears shifting and grinding. A 
horn that could shatter every piece 
of glass in Donald Trump’s weekend 
getaway at Mar-a-Lago (and it’s on 
the other end of the island). A team 
of valet parkers, their perfectly 
starched uniforms enveloped in a 
cloud of diesel smoke. “What’s go- 
ing on here?” A stunned guest shouts 
to the world...but who can hear him 
over the revving of an 18-wheeler’s 
engines? 

“l’m late.J’m late for a very 
important date,” Schoenfeldt shouts 
as she gracefully jumps from the 
monster trucks’s cabin.doesaquick 
pirouette and jauntily tosses the keys 
to the speechless valet parkers. “Oh, 
could you guys be nice enough to 
gasthis bad boy up and hâve it ready 
to go, in say an hour? Oh, and use 
the good stuff.J’ve got a convoy to 
join up with later.” A vision of alabas- 
ter and chiffon, Schoenfeldt floats 
through the crowd which had as- 
sembled to watch this magnificent 
bit of melodrama and disappears 
through the gilded doors that lead to 
the fantasy land that plays out every 
year in Palm Beach from Thanksgiv- 
ing to Easter. 

So...maybe Schoenfeldt didn’t 
drive her 18-wheeler to the Breakers 
for high tea. But, if she wanted to.. .she 
could. And she has the commercial 
trucker’s license to prove it. And, 
incidentally, there is one other thing 
she does. She grabs her students' 
attention and doesn’t let go. Accord- 
ing to Palm Beach Community 
College’s 1992-93 Edward M. Eissey 
Campus Teacher of Excellence award 
récipient, her “teaching style must cer- 
tainly be labeled eclectic.,.1 hâve en- 
couraged and motivated students in 
my own classes due partially to my 
inventive, personalized teaching 
techniques...” 

When Alyse Schoenfeldt came 
on board as a full-time foreign lan- 
guage instructor at PBCC in 1987, 
she brought with her a litany of out¬ 
standing academie credentials. She 
was awarded her master’s degree in 
romance languages and literature 
from Harvard University in 1965 and 
a year earlier, had earned a 
bachelor’s degree with honors (she 
had majored in Spanish) from Adelphi 
College. As an undergraduate stu- 
dent, she attended the summer pro- 
gram at the University of the Ameri- 
cas in Mexico and spent her sopho- 


more year at the University of Madrid 
in Spain. 

Following her graduation from 
college, Schoenfeldt taught 
French and Spanish at C.W. Post 
College of Long Island, New York. 

In the throes of the late 1960s 
peace movement, she went to 
Moscow as an exchange profes- 
sor of Spanish. 

After receiving her master’s 
degree, Schoenfeldt continued 
her academie studiesat New York 
University where she wasaPh.D. 
candidate in Latin American Stud- 
ies. In 1992, she was awarded a 
specialist’s degree in educational 
leadership from Florida Atlantic 
University and is presently work- 
ing toward her doctorate of édu¬ 
cation degree. 

It would be trite to say that 
Schoenfeldt is simply a teacher. 

This Eissey Campus teacher of 
excellence (officially, associate 
professor of communications/for- 
eign language) strongly believes that 
her service to PBCC is based on a 
Personal sense of academie integrity 
and professional development. 

“When I first began working at 
the College,”she said, “I was busy with 
two sons and my husband and I never 
had the time or money to continue my 
studies. I arn so grateful to PBCC and 
its Staff and Program Development 
(SPD) program which has afforded 
me the opportunity to pursue the nec- 
essary educational requirements to 
improve my job performance.” 

In addition to serving the educa¬ 
tional needs of her students, Schoenfeldt 
has worked tirelessly to promote the 
College in the community as well. As 
advisor to the International Club, her 
students hâve traveled to Indiantown 
at Christmas time to help distribute gifts 
to the children of migrant farm workers 
through the Hope Rural School.

Shifting backtothat 18-wheeler, 
Schoenfeldt had no choice but to get 
that commercial trucker’s license if 
she wanted to continue provid- 
ing a variety of new learning 
environments for her students. 
With an obvious laugh in her 
voice, Schoenfeldt tells her 
story in ail seriousness. “Two 
years ago, I studied to receive 
a chauffeur’s license so that I 
could transport my students to 
various outings and events in a 
College van. That was a piece 
of cake! Last year, however, 
the laws changed and John 
Jenkins (Eissey Campus coun- 
selor) told me that if I wanted to 
use the van, I had to hâve a 
commercial trucker’s license. 
It literally took hours and hours 
of my time to study since the 
material was so foreign to me. 
(She leaves out the small detail 
that driving an 18-wheeler isn’t 
exactly like packing up the fam- 
ily station wagon and taking the kids 
and dog to the beach for a picnic.) 
However, persistence paid off, and I 
now possess a commercial license. I 
can drive an 18-wheeler!” 

Persistence. P-e-r-s-i-s-t-e-n-c-e. 
It’s Schoendfeldt’s credo of sorts 
(and it’s definitely won her a lot 
of r-e-s-p-e-c-t). Sne’s certainiy gor 
her act together...and besides, she 
can take it on the road anytime she 
wants. Breaker-Breaker...there’s a 
PBCC convoy coming through...so, 
open up a pass for us good 
buddy...and let me know if there are 
any smokies around.

Mike Miller 

Small Town Cops...No Longer Mayberry RFD 


There are top cops, big city cops, 
good cops and sometimes even bad 
cops. There is, understandably, a lot 
written about these men and women 
in blue, who protect us, our big cities 
with their bright lights, 24 hours aday. 

But what about the cops in 
America’s small towns, where the 
city’s sea of bright lights is replaced 
by a soft stream of dim, néon glare. 
Back in the 1960s, TV viewers tuned 
in weekly to watch the life of a laid- 
back sheriff in a mythical town called 
Mayberry, but aside from the popular 
sitcom, not much has been written 
about small town cops. 

Belle Glade Chief of Police and 
Palm Beach Community College 
alumnus Mike Miller knowsthisgroup 
of cops best of ail. As the leading law 
enforcement officer in the small, rural 
community nestledsnugly in the west¬ 
ern pocket of Palm Beach County, 
Miller has been devotedly serving the 
citizens of Belle Glade for more than 
20 years. 

A lifelong résident of the area 
(save for the first six days of his life--he 
was born in Nassawatics, Virginia 
where his father was temporarily en- 
gaged in farming), Miller grew up next 
door to the chief of police. Perhaps 
his first vision of a career in law en- 
forcement took shape during those 
early years. 

A1971 graduateof Palm Beach 
Community College, Miller attended 
ciasses at thé Lake Wortn Campus. 
After earning his diploma from the 
College, he attended Florida Atlantic 
University, where he majored in politi- 
cal science. 

In 1972, Miller joined the Belle 
Glade Police Department as a dis- 
patcher, and after a short stint in that 
position, he worked as an identifica¬ 
tion officer. A year later, Miller hit the 
streets as a road patrol officer, and in 
1974, he was promoted to sergeant. 
The path to promotion moved quickly 
for this Belle Glade native when in 
1976 he was promoted to police lieu¬ 
tenant. The following year, opportu- 
nity knocked again, and Miller was 


named lieutenant of détectives. 

One of the biggest milestones in 
his life and career came in 1978 when 
he attended the FBI National Acad- 
emy in Washington, D.C. Promotions, 
once again, soon followed-to 
inspector of police in 1979, and 
again in 1984, when he was 
named Belle Glade’s chief of 
police. In 1988, he assumed the 
additional responsibility as the 
city’s director of public safety. 

As the chief administrative 
law enforcement officer for Belle 
Glade, Miller oversees a staff of 
62, including 45 sworn police 
officers. When questioned about 
the advantages of being a small 
town police officer, Miller isquick 
to add that knowing the people 
in the community is a tremen- 
dous help to those who hâve 
dedicated their lives to uphold- 
ing the law. “Of course," he says, 

“the disadvantage is having to 
deal with the people that you 
know, to isolate your émotions. 

This process can be very stress- 
ful, and it is oftentimes hard to 
get through the tragedy.” 

“The biggest obstacle to 
law enforcement today is the lack of 
funding,” Miller continues. “We hâve 
fewer officers today than we did 10 
years ago.” 

For Miller, law enforcement has 
evolved greatly overthe past 10 years, 
and there is an ever-increasing move- 
ment toward a partnership with the 
community. On a positive note, Miller 
says that we are now moving from an 
enforcement program to a program of 
community policing. 

Among his host of professional 
associations, Miller is the outgoing 
president of the Palm Beach County 
Police Chiefs Association; is secre- 
tary-treasureroftheTri-CountyChiefs 
Association; and is a member of the 
Legislative Committee of the Florida 
Police Chiefs Association. Addition- 
ally, he is past president of the Belle 
Glade Lions Club, and was district 
chairman of the Boy Scouts of. America 


in 1990-91. Miller is also past vice 
president of the Belle Glade Cham- 
ber of Commerce and is a member of 
the PBCC Glades Campus Advisory 
Board. 


But Miller’s association with 
Palm Beach Community College does 
not end with his membership on the 
College’s advisory board. Forthe past 
10 years, he has been an adjunct 
instructor at the Glades Campus and 
is currently teaching a mid-manage- 
ment law enforcement class for po¬ 
lice officers. 

On a Personal note, Miller and 
his wife Kathy are the parents of 18- 
year-old daughter Brandi (she is a 
freshman at PBCC Glades) and an 
11-year-old son Jon Paul who at¬ 
tends Glades Day School. Several 
years ago, Kathy worked as the sec- 
retary to the then CEO of the Glades 
Campus Cecil Conley, and continu- 
ing the tradition, his sister Diane and 
aunt Dorothy also worked at the PBCC 
bookstore. 

When asked to recall his early 
years as a student at PBCC, Miller 


says without hésitation," Palm Beach 
Community College is like home to 
me. I had a great time as a student at 
PBCC. And when I became a police 
officer, I went to the Police Academy 
at Palm Beach Community Col¬ 
lege, in addition to taking ad- 
vanced courses there as well.” 

Reflecting on his biggest 
professional accomplishments, 
he cites his appointment to 
Washington’s FBI National 
Academy. “Being from a small 
town, I was nervous about at- 
tendingtheacademy,”Millercon- 
tinues. “But the éducation and 
training I received at PBCC 
served me extremely well. T rain- 
ing that they considered ad- 
vanced was routine at PBCC, 
from management to applica¬ 
tion of scientific methods of in¬ 
vestigation.” 

And what career path 
would Miller hâve followed if he 
were not Belle Glade’s chief of 
police?

And, after speaking with him, you 
know that he is truly sincere in his 
statement. After ail, Belle Glade is 
indeed his lifelong home. He is sur- 
rounded by his wife and children, his 
parents and a host of other family 
members. The town of Belle Glade 
has always been known for its rich, 
fertile soil, but more importantly, Belle 
Glade is rich in its people-loving, caring, 
dedicated to helping others. 

And no one knows this better 
than Mike Miller. Maybe the town of 
Mayberry isn’t a myth after ail. Maybe 
its gentle spirit still lives on, perhaps in 
a small town in western Palm Beach 
County. Aunt Bea...pass the pie.

FOUNDATION 
COMPLIES WITH 
COURT ORDER 


The Palm Beach Post sued the 
Palm Beach Community College 
Foundation to gain access to its 
records in the summer of 1992. A 
local trial court ordered the PBCC 
Foundation to open its spending 
records to the public in an order dated 
July 9, 1992. 

The Foundation took the posi¬ 


tion that it was exempt from the public 
records disclosure requirements of 
Section 119.07(1) Florida Statutes and 
filed an appeal with the 4th District 
Court of Appeals. 

The appellate court, in an opin¬ 
ion dated January 6, 1993, affirmed 
the lower courts decision and or¬ 
dered the Foundation to open its 
spending records to the public while 
maintaining donor confidentiality. 

The Foundation complied fully 
with the appellate courts order, and 
The Palm Beach Post used the infor¬ 
mation gained from the documents in 
news articles. The Foundation’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Douglas G. Johansen 
stated, “In spite of the adverse public- 
ity, the Foundation’s ability to attract 
donations hasn’tbeen impacted nega- 
tively. Our supporters knowwhatwe’re 
about.”
